If  20yj  of  tho  viator  flowing  through  each  village  brook 
wore  danraod  near  its  source,  chlorinated  and  pipod, to  tho 
adj acont  village, tho  domestic  and  sanitary  noods  of  tho 
inhabitants  would  bo  amply  satisfied. 

But  up  to  tho  present, without  imperial  grants, the  costs 
have  boon  considered  prohibitive  and  the  villagers  have 
had  to  be  contcnt(jJ  ) with  a fitful  service  from  a near 
by  well  or  a covered  tank  connected  by  pipes  to  public 
stands.  Very  few  houses  in  tho  villages  have  an  internal 
domestic  and  sanitary  water  carriage  system. 

Houses  with  an  internal  V.C.  arc  connected  with  cess 
pits, under  tho  supervision  of  the  owners. 

Refuse  is  removed  at  regular  intervals  and  removed  to 
places  approved  by  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  in  those  villages  \ 
where  a carter  can  be  engaged.  Much  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  securing  the  services  of  a carter  in  some 
places,  and  where:  successful,  tho  costs  are  high.  Many 
inhabitants  bury  tho  night  soil  in  their  gardens.  Bitter 
complaints  -re  often  received  from  the  housowivos  who 
are  compelled  by  the  absence  of  proper  facilities  for 
disposing  of  such  refuse  to  resort  to  this  objectionable 
practice. 

Periodical  examinations  of  the  'water  in  each  case  have 
been  conducted  results  being  in  the  main  satisfactory. 

Where  they  were  not, stops  have  boon  taken  to  fence  off 
gathering  areas  to  prevent  contamination  by  cattle  and  choop. 

Llanbrynmair-Bonti - a fairly  adequate  and  satisfactory 

supply  from  a piped  spring  to  a standpipe. 
LI an;  satisfactory  from  a covered  tank  to  a 

stand  pipe. 

Y/ynnstrys  to  take  tho  place  of  tho  present  spring 
or  well,  a scheme  for  supplying  a supply 
from  a source  half  a mile  away  has  boon 
submitted  for  tho  approval  of  tho  'Welsh 
Board  of  Health, Permission  to  procood 
is  boing  awaited. 

Commaco.  Supply  from  a covered  tank  to  stand  pipe  not  enough 
Investigations  for  increasing  in  progress, 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  results  satisfactory. 
Esgairgoiliog.  Proposed  to  buy  water  from  the  Dolgolloy 
Rural  District  Council.

Ponnal,  present  supply  from  a tank  connected  to  spring. 

Inadequate  though  suite  fit, for  domestic  consumption 
A proposal  to  dam  the  brook  which  passes  through  the 
village  has  been  under  consideration  during  tho 
year  but  deferred. 

During  the  your,  the  Council  considered  buying  water  from 
the  Urban  District  of  Machynlleth  tib  supply  Ponogoos, 

Dorwonlas, Ponnal  and  Llunwrin  if  and  when  that  authority 
put  their  own  sehomo  in  working  order. 

Until  this  is  done, these  threo  villages  will  remain  as 
they  are. 

Fof  several  years  tho  Council  has  had  under  consideration 
a prospect  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  by  one  or  more 
carriers  of  the  whole  of  the  district  in  one  or  two1’ dumps” 
well  awry  from  any  oolloction  of  houses  ( 34  in  all  of  them) 
but  so  far  without  success.
